An Act to amend the Representation of the People in Ireland ” 
persons occupying as Joint Tenants any Premises in any City, Town 
or Borough in Ireland, returning a Member or Members to serve in 
Parliament, are qualified to be registered as Voters therein ■ and it is 
expedient to remove such doubts; it therefore enactrti anS 
SSetlareb, by The QUEEN’s most Excellent Majesty, by and with 
the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and 
Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the Authority 
of the same, THAT where any Premises in any such City, Town or 
Borough shall be jointly occupied by more persons than one as owners 
or tenants, each of such Joint Occupiers shall, subject to the 
conditions contained in the said Act passed in the second and third 
year of his late Majesty King William the Fourth, as to persons 
occupying Premises in any such City, Town or Borough, be entitled 
to be registered and to vote at any Election for any Member to serve 
m Parliament for any such City, Town or Borough in respect of the 
Premises so jointly occupied, in case the clear yearly value of such 
Premises shall be of an amount which, when divided by the number 
of such Occupiers, shall give a sum not less than Ten Pounds for 
each and every such Occupier, but not otherwise. 
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joint Tenants, And be it Enacted, That every Joint Occupier who shall duly

tion, entitled register as a Voter within this Act at the first Sessions for registering 

Elections. his Vote after the passing of this Act, shall be thereupon forthwith 

entitled to vote at any Election to be held for the City, Town or 
Borough for which such Voter shall he registered; and that any 5 
person who shall at any time after such first Sessions duly register his 
Vote according to the provisions of this Act, shall be entitled to vote at 
any Election to be held by virtue of any Writ tested Six calendar 
- Months at least after such registry.
